It, however, 
remained to the Canadian Corps 
under General Sir Arthur Currie, in 
the Army of General Byng, later 
Baron Byng of Vimy, Governor Gen- 
eral of Canada, to do what was up- | 
parently impossible, The Canadians |

| Shanghai, March 25.—We escap- 
ed over the wall from Nanking 
after both the British and Japanese 
consulated had been attacked and 
, the consuls reported killed, and 
after the known cold-blooded mur- 
der of one American missionary 
(presumably Dr. J. E. Williams, of 
the Presbyterian University at Nan- 
‘king), and the attempted murder 
of many others, the Chinese police 
informed us that we would be 
destroyed unless we could escape. 

{| The violence was committed by 


| Nationalist (Cantonese) soldiers. 
| Our party, including one vice- 
}consul (presumably J. Hall, Pax- 


| ton), eleven sailors, nine civilians 
jand two children, escaped under 
| constant fire, across country to the 
' Standard Oil .Company houses on 
'Zocony Hill, just above the city 
wall. This place was visible from 
the river and many Americans and 
| British had already found refuge 
there. 


The Standard Oil buildings are on 
top of a hill, and adjoining an ex- 
tremely high wall. To escape from 
this improvised citadel without get- 
ting into that part of Nanking 
which was being shelled or was. 
unsafe, the refugees 
would have to be lowered by ropes 
over the wall to lading parties 
awaiting them below). 


Although we were repeatedly 
robbed and threatened by the Na- 
tionalists the  vice-consul, the 
Standard Oi] manager and myself 
managed to keep them out of the 
house for two hours. 

Finally the Chinese broke in. Sce- 
ing our numbers, they retired and 
commenced firing on us. The firing 
increased but the American and 
British warships in the river laid 
down a protective barrage of shells 
immediately around the house and 
we were able to escape over the 
wall. 

The American consulate was en- 
tered by the Nationalists and was 
reperted by the Chinese to have 
been thoroughly looted.

Three Divisions of Agricultural 

Credit 

Before proceeding further, it 
may be well to define a few terms 
and make some divisions. There are 


three divisions of agricultural 
credit: the short-time or personal 
credit, the intermediate or chattel

The short-time agricultural credit 
was developed from the commercial 
bank credit granted to business men 
for periods ranging from thirty to 
ninety days, the time necessary for 
the merchant to dispose of the goods 
purchased, pay off the note and 
close the transaction. Bpt such a 
short time is not adaptable to the 
icultural industry, for it takes 
six months to market that crop 
products, and from two to four

Intermediate Credit 

Within the past eight years there 
isen the ¥ term of interme- 
linte credit. T indicates any time 
between six months and three years 
as the extreme limits. Its nec ty 
arose among the livestock growers, 
who requested a longer period than 
six months to mature and fatten 
cattle for market. Cattle men were 
clamorous for a three-year loan 
based on chattel security in order to 


avoid the necessity, annoyance and 
extia cost of renewing loans and 
chattels every six months, Hence 


this kind of loan is based on a 
production, and the money may 
used for breeding, rearing and fat- 
ten 


livestock, 
Long Term Credit 
The long-term credit is based on 


‘png mortgage security, and ex- 
tends over a period varying from 
three to thirty-four years, Its 
purpqses are, first, to enable the 


borrower to purchase more land or 
to make improvements of a more or 
less permanent character, which re- 
large 


quire expenditures with no 
prospects of immediate returns 
thereon; and, secondly, the oppor- 
tun:ty of req ng the sum borrow- 
ed in small fractions annually, 
contingent upon the yorrower'’s in- 


come, instead of repaying large 
at annual periods. This loan 
s frequently repaid on the amort 
ization plan, which effects repay- 
ment of principal and payment 
interest on approximately an 
per cent, basis computed on the 
amount of the original loan. For 
example, $320 annually would take 
care of interest and principal on a 
$4,000 loan. One of the most im 
portant dangers to avoid in mort 
gage credits is found in basing the 
appraisal on the estimated agricul 
tural productivity and market price 
possibilities. 

Most Difficulty In Short Term 

More difficulty is encountered in 
granting short-term credit than in 
either of the other divisions, and 
more ability is required to admin 
ister it on account of greater risks 
and more danger, 

To avoid too great a risk in the

factors should be carefully con- 
sidered: 


(1) Character of the borrower and 


the risk attached to his particular 
lines, 

(2) Character of the soil, its pre- 
paration and fertility. 

(3) Nature’s possible tolls--forces 
of nature. 

(4) Equipment outlay and deteri- 
oration of capital investment. 

(5) Drain of interest, taxes, pay- 
ments on land and attendant obli- 
ations. | 

(6) Economic handling of means. 

Character the Basis

Character inspires confidence, and 
confidence stimulates credit. The 
i ‘s credit is varied by his 

, his attitude toward _ his 

debts, his thrift, his industry, his 
sobriety, whether he handles his 


means economically, is reasonable to 
deal with, willing to co-operate, de 
perdable, teachable, temperate in 
his habits, ete. If he operates a 
diversified farm, his income is more 
dependable, the various sources of 
production are not affected by the 
same pests or forces of nature. It is 
important to know whether he is a 
straight wheat or mixed farmer, a 
stock-vrower, bee keeper, beet, pea 
or potato culturist, hay producer, 
and the extent of his knowledge 
concerning his particular lines. 
Land Maintenance Problem 
The maintenance of land in a 
state of economic efficiency is a 
problem which every farmer has or 
will have to solve who is cultivating 
land for a living. Although Alberta's 
soil is fertile and unusually rich, its 
fertility must be studied, as con- 
tinuous production without scientific 
restoration will soon decrease its 
tivity. Weeds and unseason- 
ably half-prepared land rob the soil 
of its fertility and life-giving sub- 
stances, reducing the yield to an 
unprofitable business. The applica- 
tion of more knowledge, energy and 
methodical work is required to re-
